DISCOURSE 


ON 
JOHN, i. 29. 


Behold the Laws of Gos, which taketh away the 
Sin of the World. 


J OHN was one of thoſe who acknowledged the 

Jewiſh Ceremonial Law as the Rule and Guide 
of that People ; for our Saviour had not aboliſhed it 
himſelf, nor would do fo, till it was fulfilled by him. 
John had not this Doctrine of the Goſpel to preach, 
viz, That poor Sinners ſhould be received juſt as 
they are; but only ſome Traces leading to this. 
Yet, in the yery Midſt of thoſe Shadows, ſome 
Beams of the Goſpel darted out of his Heart, which 
were the Explication of all Sacrifices and Teſtimonies 


in the old Covenant. It was his Way to interpret 


every Thing of Him, who was his Kinſman ; of 
Him, I ſay, who had vouchſafed him the Favour 
of being his Harbinger ; who had filled him with 
the Holy Ghoſt whilſt yet in his Mother's Womb: 
As our Saviour ſays once of Abraham, that his Heart

Letters are the firſt Thing, the Elements, tho' the 
meaneſt Part of the whole Language. All Sciences 
turn upon ſome one Point, which is the leaſt Part 
in them all. A Perſon who wants to learn any 
T hing in Philoſophy, Phyſic, the Law, &c. is 
obliged to ſtate and eſtabliſh one Principle for the 
Foundation to which all the reſt in theſe Sciences 
reſpectively revert. Every Art has then ſome Prin- 
ciple, ſome Cardinal Point, to which the Whole 
ought to be referred, So again, for Inſtance, in 
Writing, tho* there are many different Ways and 
Manners, yet the firſt of all is how to learn to make 
a good Stroke; and if this be not learned well, 
nothing good or perfect will come out of all the reſt. 
So it is with every natuial Thing; for tho* one had 
been learning an Art teff or a dozen Years together, 
yet the chief Principle appeareth every where ; and 
tho? the Thing ſhould be brought to ever ſo great a 
Perfection, yet it reſteth FO upon that n n is 
its Foundation. 


In Divinity, or Divine Truths, in Chriſtianity, 
in the Scripture, it is the very ſame. Therefore our 
Saviour is called the fr/t and the /a/? Letter, becauſe 
HE ought to be taught as well to a Child as to the 
oldeſt Witneſs ; becauſe HE is ſill the. Foundation to 
the moſt ſolid and perfect Chriſtian, A Father in 
Chriſt knows him who was from the Beginning ; 
put the Difference between a Father and a Child is, 

| that 
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that the former knows him in a more perfedt Way 


than a Child, This is that grand Cardinal Point, 
which Fools, the falſely wiſe, the unwiſe and wit- 
leſs Children of God, beguiled of their Simplicity, 
cannot get an Inſight into, viz, the LamsB, Jeſus 
Chrijt, our Creator, our Surety, and our Mediator, 
It pleaſed God, that re ſhould, by his Sufferings, 
pay down a Ranſom for us all. HE is the A and 
the Z; or, according to the Greek, the Alpha and 
Omega. It is impoſſible to utter any Divine Truth, 
or to ſpeak any Thing, which one might call com- 
pleat, without mentioning the Lams, our Saviour, 
This muſt be the Anointing, and the Salt, the prin- 
Cipal Ingredient, of every Matter, of every Sigh, 
of every Writing, of every Sermon, yea, of every 
Thought. This muſt give the Connexion, the 
Weight, and the Reliſh, For this Reaſon we have 
-been uſed to call our Saviour's Blood, the Shibboleth. 
Judg. xii. 6. If any one could name every Name 
of his, and have an Inſight into it; if he was able 
to ſay the whole Scripture, from Geneſis to Revela- 
tions, by Heart, and had not a divine and deep Im- 
preſſion of the Lamb, ſuch a Perſon has not yet 
made the Beginning of knowing his Saviour. But, 
if one once knows him as the Lamb, then Words 
concerning him riſe up out of the Heart of Courſe, 
juſt as Water bubbleth up out of a Spring. And 
this Spring begins, and is firſt opened in us, by the 


very

very Blood of the Lamb, and will never ſtop, but 
continue ſpringing up into everlaſting Liſe. And 
of ſuch a Perſon this is the Characteriſm, the Lamb's 
Blood is his Element, his Eſſence, and the Founda- 
tion of all his Salvation and Happineſs. Vet, far 
all that, and tho' a Perſon may have no Knowledge 
of the Lamb's Blood and Merits, he may ſtill be 
heard with Satisfaction when: talking of other Things; 
but if he undertakes to ſpeak of this Matter, it grates 
upon ithe Ears, and every Thing is dead, half, 
affected, forced, and without Reliſh, The Reaſon 
of which is the indiſpenſible Neceſſity of, knowing 
the Lamb in the Truth of his Blaad. This the Holy 
Ghoſt teaches; and every Word, which may be ſaid 
to be ſpoken in Truth, he connecteth with it. To 
learn to ſpeak of Divine Things, without our 
gaviour's being the Sound and Vowel, would be as 
fooliſh a Thing as to ſpeak in common without 
making Uſe of the five Vowels ; for there could be 
no Senſe or Meaning in it. The Wounds of the 
ſlaughtered Lamb conſtitute the Subſtance, the chief 
Ingredient, and Life of all Sermons, and-caft a Light 
upon his Word; for it is true, as J faid before, if 
the Lams be wanting, all Preaching, how fine and 
eloquent ſoever, is mere Inſipidity, Deadnefs, and 
Confuſion. And from this one may gather, that 
mere naturally-wiſe and fagacious Men, talking of 
the Lamb, are like People beſide themſelves. You 
may 
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been talking of ſomething true, (they ought not to 


1 
may not very often be able to deny, that they have 


be called Heretics) but yet one Thing is wanting, 
without which nothing is agreeable and as it ſhould 
be. They may ſpeak pretty Things, but without 
that which ſhould make the Connection. Poſſibly 
there may be entire Eyes, entire Hands, entire Feet; 
but perhaps the Hand is where the Foot ought to 
be, and where the Head, there perhaps is the Foot. 
This is that bottomleſs Wiſdom in the Doctrine of 
the Croſs, which no Man can find out, except he 
has an Underſtanding of that Myſtery, that great 
Myſtery of Godlineſs given unto him. 1 Joh. v. 20. 
And this is hidden from the Wiſe and Prudent, and 
manifeſted. unto Babes. They who will be finding 


-it out by Dint of their own natural Capacity will 
never find it, except they be converted and become 
as little Children, put to School by Jeſut Chriſt. For 
then the Holy Ghoſt will convince them of that high 


and heinous Sin of Unbelief in themſelves; and lo 
what will be the Reſult of this, Behold the Lamb 
of God, which taketh away the Sin of the 
World,” Then this becomes the Foundation, and 
is the Point from which every Thing is deduced, 
and to which it reverts. It is that which David 


calls the hidden Wiſdom. Pſal. li. 6. It is the 


Philoſopher's Stone, that univerſal Remedy, that 


amazing Thing, out of which all Things may be

"Theſe Things, my ſehr are what muſt be duly 
conſidered ; for they are Things which plainly ſhew 
it is a great Office to be a Y/itneſs of our Lord; and 
and that every one who, for falſe Reaſons, ruſhes 
into it, is not proper for it.

before which we now lie at Anchor. I have been 
ſomewhat Sea-fick, W. not at all. I ſee more 
and more daily our Saviour's Hand in bringing him 
to us, Tis true he is ſometimes very rude and wild;

Mr. -H— died on Sunday Morning the . of 
March 1742. He was at our General Meeting on 
the 2d : He received a Bleſſing that Day, and was 
very hearty and loving. We felt much Sweetneſs 
and Love one to another at Parting, Soon after he 
was ſeized with a Cold. He wrote to me ſomething 
to this Purpoſe: May we daily feed upon the 
„ Grace which comes from the Wounds of our 
&« dear Saviour, who has loved us from all Eter- 
„ nity. This Verſe was much upon my Mind laſt 
Night, both ſleeping and waking, If fo be that 
being cloathed, we ſhall not be found naked, 2 Cor, 


v. 3. O my Brother! that WE may be arrayed 


« in fine Linen, clean and white; for the fine 
Linen is the Righteouſneſs of the Saints,” 


On Sunday the 6th I preached at his Houſe, He 
was very chearful and hearty, I told him, that I 
thought he had a Fever upon him; but he made 
nothing of it. He ſaid, that Mr. K-----n (a Bro- 
ther lately departed) came iato his Thoughts Night 
and Day ; and that it was as if he converſed with 
him: And once | afterwards he ſaid, that Mr. 

K -n 
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K n ſmiled at him, I went to preach in G-, 
and coming back to Mr. H—'s, all at once it came 
faſt and ſtrong into my Mind, as if ſomebody had 
ſpoke it to me, He'll die; He'll die; He'll 
die!” The next Day he expreſſed great Satis- 
faction that he had made his Will, and that it was 
as if a great Burden was taken from him. He talked 


very earneſtly and affectingly about our Saviour 3 


and he ſaid he felt the Virtue of his Blood drop, as it 
were, into his Soul, In his Wounds, ſays he, 
there is enough for all our Wants; and it is our 
own Fault if we are not happy. I chink I never 
ſaw him in ſuch a ſweet Frame before in all my 
Life, He was hearty, chearful, and reſigned ; and 
he expreſſed a general Love towards all the BxETH- 
REN, He walked up and down the Room, and we 
were very happy together. When I took Leave of 


him he ſaid, © Mr, J----m, if I die, I would not 


% have any of you ſhed one Tear for me; but re- 
“ joice and praiſe the Lord for the Grace he has be- 
* ſtowed upon me,” Before I had gone one hun- 
dred Yards frohe Houſe, I burſt into a Flood of 
Tears, and it came ſtrongly in my Mind as before, 
“ he'll die!” On Medueſday Night the Fever grew 
ſtrong upon him, and he began to be delirious ; but 
he raved moſtly about our Saviour, and ſpoke many 
excellent Things; repeating Texts of Scripture, 
and Verſes of Hymns; and ſometimes he ſung very 

ſweetly 
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ſweetly, During his lucid Intervals, he ſpoke ſe- 
riouſly and earneſtly to all about him; and told one 
Perſon eſpecially, that it was one Thing to be well 
in Health, and quite another when we are ſick, and 
going before our Saviour, He ſpoke heartily of the 
Vanity of the World. What Good (ſays he) have my 
naſty Riches done me? On Saturday I went thither 
again. He was inſenſible ; yet I aſked him what he 
would ſay when he came to Heaven? He anſwered, ; 

Here's a Sinner, who would fain 

Tyre the LAMB's Ranſom Entrance gain; 

Im brought by one THING only thro', 
Dear LAMB I thy being flaughter'd fo. 


I went often to his Bed-Side, and always felt an 
heavenly Sweetneſs, as if ſome good Angel were 
preſent. I could perceive, that he prayed earneſtly 
in Spirit: And I could tell you a great deal more 
what he ſaid, but I have not Room. About Two 
o'Clock on Sunday Morning they called me up; 
when both I and my Wife went into the Chamber, 
and I knelt down twice and prayed for him. At a 

Quarter before Three he quietly expired, without 
either Sigh, or Sob, or apy Motion, My Heart 
was filled with Joy, 


He was buried on Tueſday the 16th, At the Door 
of his Houſe, they ſung over him as he was car- 
rying out two Verſes, which were much in his Mind 

during

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Words. I have been a poor Savage, knowing, for 
forty Years, no more than if I had been a Dog. I 
was the chief Drunkard, and the moſt willing Slave 
of the Devil amongſt all the Savages : And becauſe 
I did not know any Thing at all of a Saviour, I have 
been a Worſhipper of vain Idols, which I now wiſh 
to have burnt up in the Fire. But of the Redeemer ; _ 
of him, who died for me on the Croſs, I have known 
nothing at all; which J have repented of with many 
Tears. The firſt I felt of him in my Heart was nts 
BLoop ; and when I heard that He was a Saviour of 
the Heathen, and that I had now got him in my 
Heart; I felt ſuch a Drawing of my Heart to Him, 

I can't expreſs, But my neareſt Friends were 
then my Enemies, even my very Wife and Children, 
But my chiefeſt Enemy was my Mother-in-Law. 
She ſaid I was not ſo good as a Dog, if I would no 
more believe in their GOD. But having opened 
Eyes, and feeling ſomething better, her Sayings were 
Fooliſhneſs to me.

I T is now about two Years ſince I left you. But
